St. Louis —The largest and the 
leading feature of the fall show in 
Ihe great horticultural palace of the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition has 
been the immense exhibit of grapes 
made by ihe Consolidated Grape 
Growers' Association of New York. 

it reached its zenith on Horticultur- 
al day, October 4th, and has been 
maintained ut the high level ever 
since. With several tons of grapes 
from the New Vork districts now 
goine into cold storage it will be 
held at the top notch until the last 

day of the Exposition, December i. 

On Oct. 4th, a collective entry was 
made in competition for a gold 
medal, and was found to contain 
1228 plates including 71 varieties of 
grapes. This was at the end of a 
week of excessive heal which made 
it necessary to lake from the table 
several entire collections which 
would have run the number of varie- 
ties well over one hundred. 

l'p to the last week in October 
Ihe lotal amount of grapes exposed 
on ihe table has reached the number 
dates. Qver one hundred 
and twenty-five varieties have been 
exhibited, including many seedlings 
from the Slate Experiment station, 
which have never been grown in a 
commercial vineyard, and other 
seedlings originated by growers who 
retain the sole riglits to them 
in theit own vineyards. As a 
whole il has been a remarkable 
showing of this industry in the Em- 
pire State and one which has at- 
tracted the widest attention from 
Horticultural ists and public alike. 

The exhibit has occupied two 
entire sections of space, and at 
times the larger pari of a third 
section, all situated in the north- 
east corner of the Horticultural 
palace, at the left of the main en 
trance. It has been and will re- 
main inohargeof Mr. A. M. Loomla, 
of Dunkirk, N. v., editor of The 
Be^, the organ of the New 
York grape growers, who was 
selected by them for appointment 
lo the exhibit and the industry it 
represents. 

" Our exhibit of grapes," he said, 
" has been ,t source of 
satisfaction to me, and lo all the 
growers from home who have seen 
it. Wo believe that it is the 
largest collection of grapes ever 
shown al any lair or exposition. 
Besides that, it is a Striking de- 
monstration to the great buying 
public of the middle west, of the 
magnitude of oui industry, the care 
we take in get tins our crop to their 
market, the diversity of our 
varieties, and our ability lo satisfy 
the most exacting taste l > Ihe matter 
Of table grapes. We alreadv supply 
the fresh fruit market of Ihe United 
Stales east of the Hookies, and even 
to some extent west of that line, 
from the lime our grapes 
maturity in September until the 
close of the season at Christmas 
time; but our oulput is growing and 
we want more grape eaters. There 

is no fruit so healthful and so much 
of a food. This is what our 
exhibit is designed to show. 

" We grow in one county alone 

Chautauqua, one hundred thousand 
tons annually of grapes, and market 

ninety percent of Ihe crop for table 
use. Thai is ihe mission of the 
Hew York grape, to be eaten fresh 
on the tables of the multitude. In 
Central New York this record is 
almost equalled and from there a 
crop of six and seven thousand car- 
loads goes into market. This is the 
first time the great masses of the 
people of the west have had an 
opportunity of knowing these f.i 
ot testing the tine quality of our 
product, and it is work for the 
eers which we are doing here, 
which will be rewarded in i nor eased 
demand, wider markets and more 
wholesale distribution of their fruit.

New York's choicest soil is devoted 
to grape culture, and the vineyards 
are matters of wonder to the 
t reveller.

Mr. Loom is dhows by the census 
figures of 1900 that there are about 
60,000 acres of vineyards in the 
Empire State, and that in 
Chautauqua county alone, there is 
one half that amount, growing 
nearly 200,000,000 pounds of 
grapes — 100,000 tons, or more than 
8,000 carloads, annually. In the 
exhibit there has been uo attempt 
at anything beyond demonstration 
of the perfect quality and great 
quantity of this product.

The official visit paid some time 
since by the King and Queen of 
Italy to the President of the 
French Republic called forth from 
Ihe world of historians a mass of 
matter relative to the House ot 
Savoy. 

'The following hitherto unpub- 
lished particular lias nevei been 
questioned. 

One of Ihe direct ancestors of 

King Victor Emanuel HI was a 
deaf-mute 'The affliction did not 
prevent the prince from playing a 
political role and supplementing 
with his inti lligence the inferior 
condition of his physical being. 

'This ancestoi of the King of Italy 
was the Prince Emanuel Phllibert 
de Carignan of the younger branch 
of the Royal Family, which became 
the reigning biancb in 1881 on the 
accession of Charles Albert of Sar- 
dinia, the descendant of the Prince 
of Carignan 'This Charles Albert 
was the last king of Sardinia, and 
Ins son, Victor Hmmanuel H, was 
Ihe first king of Italy. Humbert 
who succeeded him, was, as every- 
body knows, the fathei of Ihe pre- 
sent king Hence the line of de- 
scent is perfectly direct and clear 

Prince Fmanuel Fhilibert Carig- 
nan wis born deaf in 1680 al Turin. 
From his infancy every effort was 
made to teach him to speak artifi- 
cially. M. de Vaugetas was his first 
Instructor; then an Italian, Vtoensto 
Barini, occupied .himself with his 
education, and at last succeeded, as 
some succeed to-day, in teaching 

him lo speak some words 

The Duke of Si. Simon wrote the 
following brie!" account of ihe deaf 
prince in his memoirs: — 

"As the deaf prince showed all 
the spirit, sense, and intelligence 
of which his condition was capable, 
the cruel Infirmity afflicted so much 

Ihe more the Royal Bouse of Savoy. 
"Aller having tried every pos- 
sible cure, his parents at last took 
an extreme course. They gave 
him up entirely to the care of a 
man who promised to make him 
heir and speak. 'This instructor 
assumed the charge ell the sole 
condition that the family would in 
no wise interfere for several 
with Whatever he would do for the 
deaf prince. 

"'The success of il was such that 

Kned hearing to him aided by 

the movements of the lips and some 

gesl ores Understanding everything, 
reading, writing, and even speaking, 

although with considerable diffi- 
culty. 

"The Prince profited by the 

many sore lessons he had received, 

and applied himself with so much 
spirit, will, and sagacity to his 

tasks, that he acquired a knowledge 

Bra! languages, some sciences, 
ami perfected himself In history. 
He thoroughly understood good 
politics, so thai he was much 
consulted on affairs of Slate; and in 
turn, he was made more of on 
account of his ability than of his 
rank as a Prince 'There, through- 
out a long lite, this prodigy con- 
dueted his little Court with much 
dignity." 

It is also recorded t hat this young 
de il mute Prince distinguished him- 
self by his bravery at the Sis 

Pavia in L65fi. He was married in 

1684 to Angelique d' Este of the 

Bouse of Modona, by whom he had 
one child. 

Philip V., King of Spain and 
grandson of Louis XIV, King of 
Franc , entrusted Prince Kmanuel 

Pbiliberl be Carignan to negotiate 
the arrangements for his marriage 

with Marie Louise of Savoy. It 

was tins deaf-mute prince who 

asked Ihe hand of Hie young prim 
lor his royal patron, 

Dining the war of the Spanish 
Succession in 1698, ho was taken 
prisoner with his family at the Siege 
of Mondoir.

According io the Sfunday North 

American, Nov. Lith, application 

has been made to the Managers of 
Ihe Annual Charity Ball to give 
the Home for Aired and Infirm 
Deaf a shaie in Ihe proceeds of the 
ball, which will take place at the 
Academy of Music, on the evening 
of Wednesday, January Wtb, 1905. 
There are thirteen applications in 
all, of which four or five will be 
chosen, as the beneficiaries 

It thus appears that some in 
ILieniial person or persons are 
urging the cause of the Home, and, 
whcl her successful or not, they 
have our bountiful than! 

However, unless the Man.-vgers 
can be induced to depart from an 
established rule, there is little Ol 
no hope that the Home will lie 
one of the favored few. If the 
papers reported correctly, this rule 

prescribes that " No institution iN- 
society can participate in the share 
of the proceeds of the Charity Mall 
unless it is in Philadelphia or 
within ten miles of the city, and 
has a plant and an annual income 
of al leasl |5,000 " 

Doylestown is thirty-four (84) 
miles from Philadelphia, and there- 
fore the Bome stands no chance at 
all in the competition, provided 
that Ihe Managers strictly follow 
the letter of the rule. 

This disqualification of the 

Home to share in the proceeds of 

Philadelphia Society's biggest an 
Dual event, has aroused the follow- 
ing thoughts in our mind 

(1) I.ncation— It might be advis- 
able for other reasons for the Home 
to be within ten miles of Phila- 
delphia. There are hundreds of 
charitable Institutions within the 
city limits, and it is extremely 

doubtful lhai many of these could 

thrive long if located thirty miles 
i way from the city, 
{%) Siipimrt — The nearer to the 
ihe Home was, the more il 
would be known and seen and help 
ed. As it is, many have got the 
notion that Philadelphia, being Hie 
largest city in the Slate, should 
contribute several times as much as 
other cities in the State, in propor- 
tion to numbers. But it is hardly 
reasonable lo expect of the Phila- 
delphia deaf so much of what the 
deaf of other places fail to do 
each city in the Slate would only 
do half as much for the Home as 
Philadelphia is doing, the Home 
would be able lo gel alonu smooth- 
ly. Hence, before exacting from 
Philadelphia her full measure, it 
would help the Home more to bring 

more cities to its aid. 

Willi the above quoted rule of 
Ihe Charity* Ball Managers in mind, 
we see a reason or excuse for deny- 
ing our Home valuable aid by Hie 
Philadelphia public, and, trom the 
spirit of it, it is also likely that 
many of our charitably inclined 
people will look upon the Home as 
a Buoka County Institution that 
ought to be taken care of by that 
County's rich. While not a County 

institution, il nevertheless receives 
consideration there on account of its 
distance from the pity, 

If the Home was dependent upon 

and received State aid, its support 

would not be sucl quest ion 

and its locution would be of less 
important 

(It) Future — It may not be too 

late to get into the right location. 

The Home has oceii stalled, and 

cperience that is being gained 

should prove valuable. As the 

grow, we also expect the 

Home io grow. Instead of enlarg- 
ing the present buildini; at 

cost, ii might be preferable to re> 

to another location. Upon 
the wise judgment of the Trustees 
dedends the permanent success of 
the Home, and we think they 
should not only be content with the 
present location but also look into 
future conditions as the light of ex 
perience may direct. 

In giving these thoughts, we do 
not wish any one to think that we 
are opposing the present location ol 
of the Home. Our object is chiefly 
to call attention to what seems an 
uulooked forconditl mdition 

of disqualification, as shown above. 

In connection with il, il should be 
remembered that the site in \im 
town was only chosen because of it 
being the best bargain found then. 
The Trustees did the best thing 
they could {\o by their choice. The 
question now is whether they can 
do better by selling the present 
properly and choosing a new i, 
'ion. If not, the Home should stay 

where it is. Understand !

It iu propoMeil to create n memorial 
to the late BeT. Thomas (4allaudet, 
D.D.| by the erection of a Parish 
Building for 8t. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutas. The present Church 
is situated <>n 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twonty-flve feet back from the 
line Of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
Indloated, which will form a facade 
to the ehureli edifice and bo a center 
of religious anfl social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped (lining his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been SSSOOiated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most noting memorial to him that 
this work he now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
tint denf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-flye feet 
n long the street frost and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs ef the 
dent-mutes of Now York. The 
amount required for "The Gallau- 
dvt Memorial Parish iiuilding" will 
be about $:t(),000, and the building 
Itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a COnsplOUOUS monument 
io him whose lire was devoted to the 
Silent peoples. They themselves
